"I am surprised and sorry that in y oar edi- 
torial, 1 The Drive 1 , published in THE CRISIS 
for Llay, you should leap out of your sphere 
to nneer at the Russian Revolution, the 
greatest event in the history of humanity; 
much greater than the French Revolution, 
which is held up as a wonderful achievement 
to Negro children and students in white and ' 
black schools. For American Negroes the in- 
disputable and outstanding .fact of the Russian 
Revolution is that a mere handful of Jews, 
much less in ratio to the number oflJegroes 
- in -the_Ameri c an pop ul at ion , h ave atta ine d , 
through the Re vo 1 ulTio h . all t he p o 1 i t Teal and
